3. After a thorough search, and in light of the prior art of record, claims 1-16 and 18-19 
(renumbered as 1 - 1 8) are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to methods for performing generic searching across 
document types via an interface generated by a declarative transformation. 

The closest prior art, Marlin (US 5,778,377), is a workstation GUI for managing database 
information through report definitions. Further, the cited Akifuji (US 6,853,974) reference is 
directed to a workflow system for handling exception conditions and notifying users. 
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These references do not disclose: 

A graphical user interface in a system having at least one memory device, at least 
one device for implementing the graphical user interface, and at least one processor . 
having access to the memory device and the graphical user interface device, the graphical 
user interface specifying one or more_predefined actions, each predefined action 
modifying^ value of a record field that is common to records belonging to a set thereof, 
the records being stored in the memory devices and the processor causing the graphical 
user interface device to generate the graphical user interface, responding to inputs 
therefrom, and automatically executing a predefined query according to a predefined 
schedule, the predefined query being associated with the predefined action and returning 
records belonging to the set, the graphical user interface comprising: 

a window in the graphical user interface device, the window displaying a 

table wherein the record field whose value is to be modified by the action has an 

entry that is selectable by a user of the graphical user interface, the entry 

including 

a first field of the entry that identifies the record field to be 
modified by 
the action; and 

one or more action fields of the entry that, when the user has 
selected the entry, the user sets to specify a particular predefined action in 
which the record field identified by the first field of the entry is set to a 
value which is derived from a current value of a reference field in the 
returned record, the reference field being another field that is common to 
records belonging to the set thereof, 

whereupon, each time the processor automatically executes the 
predefined query according to the predefined schedule and the predefined 
query returns a record that belongs to the set, the processor performs the 
particular predefined action.
